2. DUE TO THE MANY PROBLEMS INCURRED OBTAINING BUNKERS WE 
DESIRE TO RID OURSELVES OF CHARTERED COASTERS AT THE 
EARLIEST FEASIBLE DATE. SHELL HAS AGREED TO BUNKER 
MONTE CHRISTO, PORT SUN #1 AND HWA SUN ON ONE-TIME BASIS 
FROM VIETNAMESE STOCKS WITH USAID DEDUCTING PRICE OF 
BUNKERS FROM FREIGHT DUE THESE SHIPS. WE CANNOT CONTINUE 
THIS PRACTICE AS IT DEGRADES VIETNAMESE STOCKS. ALL OIL 
COMPANIES REFUSE TO BUNKER FROM INTERNATIONAL STOCKS

TELEKHMER STOCKS BUT EXPECTS TO RECEIVE LIMITED QUANTITIES 
ABOUT 13 JAN. AT WHICH TIME WE WILL BUNKER ALL TIME 
CHARTERED TUGS TO CAPACITY AND POSSIBLY A FEW OF THE
